THE ARBITRATORS. 
SENATE REPUBLICANS ON THE COMMISSION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

WasHIncTon, Jan. 29.—The same dispute 
which last week disturbed the harmony of the 
Republicans in the House when members of 
the Electoral Commission were nominated 
broke out among their brethren in the Senate 
to-day. Safe from the hearing of the public, 
behind the locked doors of the caucus-roum, the 
factions of the moderates and the extremists 
could not refrain from giving each other a piece 
of their respective minds. Last Friday it was 
thought that such an affair had been forestall- 
ed by a pretty general agreement that Bamuuus 
and Martes ekheuta de appointed to repre- 
sent the friends and the opponents of 
the compromise, and that Howe should be the 
third man, he being not offensive to either 
party, although a supporter of the bill. This 
amicable settlement was disturbed this morn- 
ing by 

THE REFUSAL OF HOWE TO SERVE. 
The Edmunds party wanted to have Conkling 
chosen. The Morton party expressed distrust 
of Conkling’s soundness on the questions essen- 
tial tothe maintenance of Hayes’ claims.

ton having been previously chosen. This con- 
clusion, although it came somewhat in the 
nature of a compromise, was nevertheless a 
substantial victory for the moderate party, 
inasmuch as what Edmurids all the while stren- 
uously insisted on was, that of the three Repub- 
lican Senators on the Commission two should 
be men who supported the bill. 
THE DEMOCRATIC SENATORS 
held a caucus this afternoon to select their two 
members of the Commission. Senator Stephen- 
son was in the chair, and said that it had been 
agreed with the Republicans that three mem- 
bers of that party and two Democrats sbould be 
voted for on the same ticket. There was some 
objection to this from Senators, who thought 
they ought not to be compelled to vote fora 
man us distasteful to them politicaliy as Mor- 
ton.

THE HOUSE DEMOCRATS 

caucussed untit a late hour thus morning, and 
after three ballots chose for members of the 
Electoral Commission Payne of Ohio, Hunton 
of Virginia, and Abbott of Massachusetts, all 
men of weight and character, and good lawyers. 
As politicians they may be classed with the 
moderate wing of their party. A large number 
of candidates were put in nomination, and on 
the first ballot Payne, Hunton, Fernando Wood, 
Abbott, and Cox led the poll about in the order 
named. Onthe second ballot Wood fell off, 
and Payne and Hunton had each a majority. 

The third ballot resulted in the choice ot Judge, 
Abbott. There was sometalk about refusing 
to accept the decision of the Republican caucus 
as final in the case of Gen. Garficld, who appears 
to be particularly obnoxious to many of the 
Democrats, but the party-leaders frowned upon 
this incipient movement to disturb the entente 
cordiale, taking the ground that it was good pol- 
icy to allow the Republicans to put any two men 
they liked on the Commission. 

ALL BUT THE FIFTEENTH. 

The caucuses of the two Houses having se- 
lected their candidates to be voted for to-mor- 
row, the Electoral Commission will consist of 
the following members: Senators, Edmunds 
Morton, and Frelinghuysen, Republicans, and 
Tuurman and Bayard, Democrats; Representa- 
tives, Payne, Hunton, and Abbott, Democrats, 
and Garfield and Hoar, Republicans; Supreme 
Court, Associate Justices Clifford, Strong, 
Miller, and Ficld,—the fifth member to be se- 
lected from among Associate Justices Swayne, 
Davis, Bradley, and Hunt. 

THE COUNSEL. 

Stanley Matthews, who, with William M. 
Evarts, Robert Ingersoll, and Gen. Stoughton, 
is to be counsel for the Republicans before the 
Electoral Commission, has arrived here. Evarts 
is expected to-morrow, when a council of these 
lawvers will be had. The Democratic lawyers 
will be Judge Black, Matt Carpenter, Campbell 
of Louisiana, and Gen. Butler. 

SPECULATIONS. 

There are many speculations as to the proba- 
ble award o the Electoral Commis- 
sion. The Republicans are hopeful, but 
do not conceal their anxiety. Such eminent 
lawyers as William M. Evarts and Robert Iuger- 
soll say thatthe Commission must decide that 
the 185 votes for Hayes must be counted, and can- 
not go behind the returns, but it is noticeable 
that there is less confidence in the result among 
Republicans than among Democrats. The latter 
are enthusiastic. They do not admit the possi- 
bility of a doubt, and Dan Voorhees and Smith 
Weed in the lobbies of the hotels are already 
openly dividing the offices and arranging a 
Cabinet for Tilden. ä 

THE SENATE REPRESENTATIVES. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasmxorox, O. C., Jan, 20. — The Republican 
Senators were in caucus to-day nearly two 
hours, and, without coming to any conclusion, 
adjourned till 3 o’clock. The whole time was 
consumed in general discussion; first, whether 
the passage of the Electoral bill was a Repub- 
lican surrender, and, second, whether the Re- 
publican members of the Commission should 
consist of the advocates of the so-called sur- 
render, or of the opponents of the bill.

Wasuimeron, D. C., Jan. 29.—The following 
is the text of the President’s message concern- 
ing the Electoral bill: 

To the Senale of the United States: I follow the 
example heretofore occasionally presented of com- 
municating in this mode my approval] of the act to 
2 — for and regulate the counting of the votes 

or President and Vice-President and the decision 
of the qnestions arising thereon, because of my 
ayvpreciation of the imminent peril to the ſustitu- 
tions of the country from which, in my judgment, 
the act affords wise and constitutional means of es- 
cape. For the first time in the history of our 
country, under the Constitution as it 
now is, a dispute exists with regard to 
the result of the election of the Chief 
Magistrate of the nation. It ie understood fhat 
upon the disposition of the disputes touching the 
Electoral votes cast at the late election by one or 
more of the States depends the question whether 
one or the other of the candidates for the Presi- 
dency is 
THE LAWFUL CHIEF MAGISTRATE. 
The importance of having clearly ascertained by 
procedure regulated by law which of the two citi- 
gens has been elected and of having the right to 
this high office recognized and cheerfully agreed to 
by all the people of the Repubinc cannot be over- 
estimated, and leads me to express to Congress and 
to the nation my great satisfaction at the adoption 
of a measure that affords an orderiy means of a 
decision of the vely exciting ques- 
tions. While the istory of our conntry, 
in ite earlier periods, shows that the President of 
the Senate has counted the votes and declared their 
standivg, our whole history shows that in no in- 
stance of doubtor dispute has he exercised the 
werof deciding, and that the two Houses of 
— have disposed of all such doubts and dis- 
putes, although in no instance hitherto bave they 
been such that their decision could essentially have 
effected the result. For the first time, then, the 
Government of the United States is now brought to 
meet the question as one 
VITAL TO THE RESULT, 

and this under conditions not the best calculated to 
produce an agreement or to indace calm fee)imeg in 
the severa branches of the Govern- 
ment or among the people of the 
country. In a case where, as no, 
the result Is involved, itis the highest duty of the 
law-making power to provide in advance a cunsti- 
tutional, orderly, and just method of executing the 
Constitution in this most interesting and critica) 
clause of its provisions. The doing so, far from 
being a compromise of right, is an enforcement of 
the right and an execution of the powers conferred 
by the Constitution on Congress. I think that this 
orderly method has been secured by the bill, which, 
appealing to the Constitution and law as a guide in 
ascertaining the rights, provides means of deciding 
questions of single returns through the direct 
action of Congress, and in respect to dou- 
ble returns by a tribunal of inquiry 
whose deci<ions stand unless both Houses of Con- 
gress shall concur in determining otherwise. thus 
securing a definite disposition of all questions of 
dispute in whatever aspect they may arise, with or 
without this law. Asatlof the States have voted, 
and as a tie vote is impossible, it must be that 

ONE OF TWO CANDIDATES HAS BEEN ELECTED, 
and it would deplorable to witnees an irregular con- 
troversy as to which of the two should receive or 
which should continue to hold office.

LOUISIANA, 
LYING SOMEWHERE. 
Special Dispatch so Tribune. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Jan. . — The testimony 
of Littlefield, clerk of the Louisiana Returning 
Board, afforded the Democrats much satisfac- 
tion to-day. He was examined by the Louisiana 
Committee and by the Prerogative Committee. 
In the former he placed himsé@if many times in 
contempt by refusing to answer a great many 
questions. In the latter he 80 refused to 
answer several questions, but ¢wore te enough 
to enable the Democrats to establish, at least 
by negative sequence, what they b to do. 
Littlefield, in the Prerogative Committee, plain- 
ly identified the consolidated statement of 
votes from the Vernon Pafish, Which has 
been before the Committee for some 
days, as the original return, w as before 
the Returning Board.

GOOD RIDDANCE. 


A Notorious Burglar Disposed Of 
by a Little Revolver. 


David Raggio Receives His Death- 
Wound While Engaged in 
Robbery. 


Brief Sketch of One of Chicago’s 
Hardest Villains. 


At 8 o'clock yesterday morning Mrs. Raggio, 
mother of the well-known David Raggio, known 
as One-Armed Dave,” expert thief and cracks- 
man, reported to Officer Patrick Kenefick, of 
the West Twelfth Street Station, that her son 
had died at daybreak from the effect of a pistol- 
shot wound received in a State street escapade 
last Saturday night. Every effort was made to 
secrete the cause of the affray, but 
the station-keeper at the Twelith Street 
Station would not have it thus, 
and searching the morning papers found the ac- 
count of the rencontre between Madame Mitch- 
ell and three burglars whom she found in her 
room in the O’Neil Building, corner of State 
and Harrison streets, at 8:30 Saturday evening. 
It was at once surmised that Raggio was the 
person who had made the assault and had been 
shot by Madame Mitchell, and such proved to 
be the correct solution of David Ragyio’s death. 
According to Madame Mitchell’s story, 
Raggio and an accomplice had gained entrance 
to her room by forcing the lock, and upon 
her arrival seized her about the waist and at- 
tempted to rob her of valuable diamond ear- 
rings and a gold watch and chain. One of the 
accomplices in the job was in the water-closet in 
full view of the proceeding while the second 
accomplice and the principal gagged her in the 
room and attempted the robbery. Thrown upon 
the bed in the room, Madame Mitchell says she 
was suddenly prompted to seize a revolver 
which was\ secreted under the pillow and 
fire at her . nta, i and, beyond 
tives retreating fort, she remembers hothing. 
The shots were fired in so quick succession 
that she was unable to state whether or not any 
of chem hit the mark, but rom the fact that 
the chief assailant threw up his hands with an 
oath, she thought that serious damage had been 
done. The shots were not heard upon the 
street, and no police report of the occurrence 
was made until the next morning. Nothing 
was kuown of the participants until the report 
of the affair was given to Oilicer Kenefick, aud 
with it the death of the notoyious David Raggio. 

BIOGRAPHICAL. 

By way of biography of this notorious crook 
it is merely necessary to state that he was a 
Chicago boy, broug't up in the worst phases of 
metropolitan life. Born a son of an Italian pea- 
nut-vender, he raised himself from the peanut 
state of Italian life in America to that of mendi- 
cancy; from tiat to newsboy, and thence the 
step to his noted career was a gradation of 
offence, ranging from silk-wipe  thiet 
to the best “houseman” in all America 
Aside from his sudden taking off, the 7 un- 
portant episode in the villainous career oi David 
Raggio occurred in this city three * ago last 
summer, and ite details, H not still fresh in the 
memory of our readers, will be vividly recol- 
lected by the police authorities. On the 
night of June 15, 1873, the dry-goode store of 
L. A. Wheeler, iu Milwaukee, was entered by 
burglars and robbed of shawls to the value of 
$2,000, which they packed into a large Saratoga 
trunk. The owver of the building wit- 
nessed the burglary, and informed Deputy- 
Sheriff McDonald, of Sioux City, 
who happencd to be in Milwaukee. 
The burglars were “ piped off,” and it became 
evident that they intended to leave on the night 
train for Milwaukee. Deputy-Sberiff McDonald 
determined to do likewise.

A HORSE’S KNOWLEDGE OF TIME.

Cnicado, Jan. 29.—I am always pleased to see 
anecdotes relating to the intelligence of ani- 

mals. I am sure you are doing a good work by 
publishing such anecdotes, for they seem to ed- 
ucate the people into an appreciation of the 
rights and wrongs of our dumb friends.

This habit of his I soon learned, and 1 have of- 
ten convinced incredulous persons of the in- 
telligence of the horse Oy as them to watch 
his motions when the bell sou He would 
start oil very slowly, shaking his bead, and 
looking back as if saying, I can’t wait much 
longer.“ If he heard the door or open 
even if he was a block away, he would stop and 
look back to see if 1 was not coming to him. 
I never knew. im to run to the stable, but he 
would go from m office on Washington street 
to his stable, several squares away, through the 
crowded streets, without any doilision or dam- 

e. After I removed to Twenty-second street, 
Charley kept up his old habit. For several 
weeks, if he heard the 12 or 6 o’clock bell, he 
would start off down town, in a meditative 
way. The police came to know him and his hab- 
its, and rarely took him to the station. He 
soon came to know that he did not board down 
town, and would go to the new stable.

CENTENNIAL APOCRYPHA. 
To the Hattor af The Tribune. 

Geneva Lakz, Wis., Jan. 27.—When we, the 
populace, cherish a myth as unmitigated truth, 
it seems a species of vandalism to disenchant 
us and parade the dry bones of fact. But, when 
so high and mighty an authority as the Boston 
Traveler allows a correspondent to trace the 
origin of a vulgarism of the day to the fall of 
Col. Ledyard in 1781, a descendant must protest 
before the Centennial bevomes a dead issue. 

The siege of New London was the saddest, 
most barbarous episode of the war, as it was 
the last. “To recall Washisgton from York- 
town and Cornwallis, Sir Heary Clinton deter- 
mined upon some daring enterprise at the North. 
He sent Benedict Arnoid against New London, 
then a flourishing city upon tne Thames, in 
Arnoid’s native State. Aguinst the forces sent 
by Arnold, the garrison made a gallant resist- 
ance. Irritated by bravery which should have 
commanded adiniration, the officer inquired 
who commanded the fort. *T did,’ said Col. 
Ledyard, ‘but you do now,’ and presented bis 
sword. The officer seized it, and with savage 
eruelty plunged it into bis bosom. Lambert, a 
negro soldier, avenged the murder of his com- 
mander by thrusting his bayonet through the 
British otficer, and fell, pierced with thirty- 
three bayonet-wounds.”’ ‘The correspondent 
says: The shirt of Col. Ledyard, thus made 
bloody, is now to be seen in Hartford Museum.” 

The brave defenders of Fort Griswold, on 
Groton Heights, deserve to be memorialized, 
and Centennial year was a good time to find 
some; but family-tradition says It cannot be.” 
The narrative of the horrors of that night of 
siege, and fire, and carn was so vividiy 
impressed upon the mind of our mother, 
as related to her by our grandmother (then a 
child), that she recounts many incidents never 
given in history. Into her dfather’s house 
the remains of Col. Ledyard (a near relative) 
were carried; but, in the confusion, when all 
was fire and carnage, and her grandfather ex- 
erted every effort to save his mt and 
women were sent out of the city alone and upon 
horseback for safety, nothing Was saved,—not 
even for the Centennial !

The majority of the Committee of the 
United States Senate which visited Florida 
to investigate matters connected with the 
late election have made their report, in 
which they give at length their views as to 


the merits of the case. The investigation 


was of the most thorough character, and the 
facts elicited are some of them peculiarly in- 
digenous to the Southern climate. They 
found many frauds which had their origin in 
the camp of the Reform Democracy, the most 
barefaced of which was the voting at one poll 
of a miscellaneous train-load of passengers, 
residents of other States, who were all of the 
Reform stripe, as they cast their ballots for 
Tum. This remarkably Democratic pro- 
cedure seems to have struck this Committee 
as somewhat irregular at least. The report 
as a whole goes to show that the more the 
returns were sifted down, with a view of 
counting in Tron, the more they showed 
in favor of the Hares Electors. 


There were two features in yesterday's 
proceedings of the County Board that will 
not fail to attract the attention of the tax- 
payers. The first was the award of the con- 
tracts for furnishing supplies to the county's 
charitable institutions, and the second was 
the adoption of a resolution authorizing a 
temporary loan of $100,000. There is a very 
intimate connection between these two 
transactions. It is of no sort of 
use to award contracts to the Ring 
favorites unless there is money to pay 
the monthly bills. The Ring having given 
O Domi the meat contract at a rate 
amovfting to $12,000 or $14,000 more than 
that proposed by the lowest responsible 
bidder, and the Ring having given Pzrtotat 
the grocery contract with the privilege of 
charging from 15 to 50 per cent more than 
current market rates, of course it becomes 
necessary to have the money to pay divi- 
dends with. Hence the resolution to borrow 
$100,800.4 


The preliminary steps necessary to get the 
Arbitration machinery in working order have 
nearly all been taken; it only now remains 
for the four Supreme Conrt Justices to choose 
the fifth, who, since Judge Davis has declined 
to be named in that connection, must be 
either Swayne, Brapuiry, or Hunt. For the 
Senate branch of the Commission five most 
admirable selections were made yesterday: 
Senators Epmunps, Mortor, and Freximc- 
HUYSEN for the Republicans, and Senators 
TuurmMan and Bayarpforthe Democrats. The 
House branch is now complete, and consists 
of Grorcse F. Hoar and Gen. Garni for 
the Republicans, and Messrs. Parxx, of Ohio, 
Hunton, of Virginia, and Annorr, of Massa- 
chusetts, for the Democrats. The three last- 
named were chosen yesterday, and in point 
of moderate partisanship and a high order of 
ability tHeir appointment reflects credit upon 
the House majority. The political portion 
of the Arbitration Board is a notable body in 
respect of. patriotism and statesmanship ; 
the judicial portion needs no indorsement ; 
and the Commission will be scarcely less dis- 
tinguished as regards the legal talent that 
will be engaged in advocating the claims and 
rights of the two parties—WILIAM M. Ev- 
ants, Stantey Matrurws, Ronzuar G. Incer- 
soLL, and Judge Sroveuron, of New York, 
asScounsel for the Republicans, and Jun 
BLacx, Marr Carpenter, Judge Caxr EIL, of 
Louisiana, and Gen. B. F. Buri for the 
Democrats. 

Certain papers and politicians are saying 
that, by the adoption of the Arbitration Plan, 
the Republicans have thrown away their 
chance of securing the Presidency. But they 
refrain from explaining how. If, by the 
election, Hares is fairly entitled to the 
Executive chair, the itrators are sure to 
award it to him. — equity and right he 
possesses will be duly considered. There is 
every reason to believe that the man best 
entitled to the Presidency will have his 
claims recognized, and the other party can 
accept his defeat without humiliation. The 
anger evinced by certain partisans against 
the bill must arise from a feeling of lack of 
confidence in the rightfulness and justice of 
the claim of their side of the question, and 
from an idea that their man could get the 
office by some kind of grab process, were it 
not for the Arbitration Plan.

MUNICIPAL DEBTS IN ILLINOIS, 

Taxes in Illinois are levied now under the 
State valuation, but prior to 1875 a large 
portion of city taxes were levied under 
special valuations, The Auditor reports that 
the amount of taxes levied in this State on 
State valuations in 1874 and 1875 was as 
follows:

Of this sum, the tax for interest on railroad-aid 

8 by counties, towns, and cities was 81, 951, 395 
or 1875. 


It will be seen that the taxes for the sup- 
port of local government, including interest 
on local debts, exceeds $25,000,000 per year. 
This taxation is enormous, and is largely due 
t> the improvidence, waste, and extravagance 
naturally following a state of war, encour- 
aged by an inflated, and depreciated, and irre- 
deemable currency. The Constitution wise- 
ly limits the amount of municipal debt, and 
wisely limits the rate of taxation by counties 
for current purposes, but unfortunately the 
limitation of debt had been reached, and in 
many instances exceeded, when the prohibi- 
tion was enacted. A part of the system of 
local debts so extravagantly incurred was the 
high rate of interest contracted for; the 
average rate of interest on the railroad-aid 
bonds, and on the other internal improve- 
ment aid bonds, is over 9 per cent. The ag- 
gregate of these debts is $16,760,141, and it 
is an impossibility for many of the commu- 
nities to pay this rate of interest, and equally 
so to pa the principal of the bonds. We 
estimate the municipal debts in this State 


somewhat as follows: 


Railroad-aid debts $16, 000, 000 
City debts (exclusive of railroad debts) 18,000, 000 
County debts 7,000, 000 


Total municipal debts $44, 000, 000 
While we may not be exact in the class:fi- 
cation of these debts, the aggregate will in 
all probability exceed rather than fall below 
the sum estimated. 

A few weeks ago we called the attention of 
the Legislature to this subject, and suggest- 
ed a scheme by which relief might be legally 
extended to these municipalities in a manner 
that would do no injustice to other parts of 
the State, but would be an emancipation to 
the greater part of the people now remorse- 
lessly taxed, and many of them hopeless of an 
ability to pay the principal of their public 
debt. That plan was, briefly, to submit to 
the people an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion providing that on the Ist of January or 
July following the adoption of the amend- 
ment the State of Illinois would issue State 
bonds payable fifty years after date, bearing 
5 per cent interest, to be exchanged at par 
for an equal amount of the bonds of the 
cities, towns, and counties within the State. 
When such exchange shall be made, the State 
Auditor is, in his annual apportionment of 
taxation for State purposes, to include in the 
levy for each town, city, county, or district 
arate of tax equal to the payment of the in- 
terest on the bonds of that municipality thus 
exchanged, and also equal to 2 per cent of 
the principal of such bonds,—these taxes to 
be applied, as collected, to paying the inter- 
est and the purchase of the State bonds thus 
issued. 

We print this morning a copy of a pro- 
posed amendment to the State Constitution, 
which, it is said, will be presented to the 
Legislature; we print also the comments 
thereon by a number of members of the 
Legislature and others at Springfield. The 
amendment, as framed, requires at least two 
changes. (1) The exchange of State bonds 
should be optional, and in no case except 
upon the official request and consent of the 
authorities of the municipality. Many of 
these bonds are in litigation, and no exchange 
should be made without the consent of the 
defending corporations. (2) The main ob- 
ject sought by the amendment is to enable 
these communities overwhelmed with debt 
to extricate themselves, and, in furnishing 
this means of escape, there should be an im- 
perative prohibition upon incurring like in- 
debtedness again. It left free, these munici- 
palities would in all probability engage 
immediately in issuing and selling more 
bonds so long as they can get anybody to 
take them. 

Assuming the whole bonded debt of the 
municipal corporations to be $45,000,000,

portion of the State revenue to the payment 


of the interest and principal of the railroad- 
aid debts. That act was u fatal snare. Un- 
der its fraudulent counties, cities, 
and towns hastened to incur debts. That 
act has since been set aside as unconstitu- 
tional, but the debts incurred remain. That 
act was unjust because it compelled the non- 
indebted communities to make good the de- 
ficiency in the State revenue resulting from 
the application of a portion of it to these 
local debts. We are confident that the peo- 
ple of the whole State will give their assent 
to this proposition that the State credit, ata 
low rate of interest, be extended to these 
communities, that they may be relieved in 
part from the excessive taxation to which 
they are subjected, and at the same time be 
able to keep up their credit, and, by small 
annual installments, pay off and discharge 
the principal of their debts. 

In case this amendment be adopted, we 
have no doubt that the creditors will be 
glad to make the exchange; but, even if they 
refuse, the exchange can be made as the 
bonds fall due. State bonds, having fifty 
years to run, bearing 5 per cent interest, 
with a sinking fund of 2 per cent per. annum, 
will be preferred in the market to any short 
municipal bond, no matter what the rate of 
interest may be. We hope the Legislature 
will carefully consider this matter, and that 
it will mature a proper amendment to the 
Constitution.to be submitted to the people 
at the election in 1878. To be of any avail 
for the next four years, the amendment must 
be submitted to the people by the present 
General Assembly. 


THE LATEST GREENBACK SCHEME. 

The farmers of this State, or, more prop- 
erly speaking, a certain coterie of persons 
who profess to represent and speak for the 
farmers of this State, held a Convention in 
Springfield last week, in the course of which 
the currency question was considered, as 
usual. The following resolutions were 
adopted as an expression of the sentiment 
of the Convention : 

First—We demand a legal-tender currency, re- 
ceivable for ail debts, both public and private, and 
issued directly by the United States Government 
in sufficient wlume to answer all the demands of 
trade, and made interchangeabie with Government 
bonds bearing a low rate of interest. 

Second—Opposition to all banks of issue. 

Third—That we demand the free coinage of gold 
and silver, and all moneys, both metallic and pa- 
per, to be endowed by law with the full function 
of money and a legal-tender for a1! debts and pay- 
ments whatsoever. 

Fourth—That we demand of our Senators and 
Representatives in Congress to pass such laws as 
will carry out the intention of the foregoing reso- 
lutions. 

It is not easy to work out in advance the 
results of so chaotic a project, because it is 
difficult to reduce it to anything logical. In 
the first place, however, it is evident that all 
the existing currency—the greenbacks and 
the National-Bank notes—will be retired, 
and their place supplied with bits of tinted 
paper bearing the legend. This is a Dollar,“ 
or something of that kind. But this is evi- 
dently not enough, for the farmers would 
then have no more currency than there is 
now, which they complain of principally be- 
cause there isn’t enough of it. Then the 
balance of the new currency demanded 
(which is practically unlimited, since there 
is nobody to determine when the demands 
of trade” are satisfied) must be issued 
directly. Just what this means is not 
easy to imagine. The Government may 
print indefinite amounts of currency, 
but it cannot put it out without 
some provocation or pretext. It might pos- 
sibly repeal all taxes and issue the new money 
in payment of its current expenses; but we 
think even the farmers will admit that this 
couldn't go on very long without destroying 
all confidence in the Government credit and 
rendering its so-called “money absolutely 
worthless. Another plan for the direct issue 
of this new money would be for the Govern- 
ment, which is a pauper, and merely lives 
upon the contributions of the people, to go 
into the loan business, and advance money 
on marsh lands and farms already mortgaged 
for all that private capitalists will lend on 
them. But such a course would depreciate 
Government credit more rapidly and make 
the Government money more worthless than 
the other, and we can scarcely think 
that so utterly absurd a proposition was 
contemplated by the Springfield Con- 
vention. The only other method approxi- 
mating a direct issue of the new money that 
we can think of would be for the Govern- 
ment to buy outstanding bonds at current 
rates. This would be a rather costly opera- 
tion, since it is likely that the 5 per cent 
gold bonds wonld command about 150 cents 
to the dollar in the new irredeemable and il- 
limitable currency, while the Government, 
under the terms of the above resolutions, 
would have to issue the interchangeable bonds 
for it at par, thus making a dead loss to the 
Government of about one-half the money is- 
sued in this manner. * 

But suppose that the Government makes 
a direct issue of a thousand millions of this 
new money, more or less, then it becomes 
under the scheme immediately exchange- 
able for bonds bearing probably not 
less than 3 per cent interest, and 
perhaps more. Of course the cur- 
rency would immediately go into the bonds, 
because an interest-bearing note is always 
preferable to one that bears no interest. 
This is on the supposition that the interest 
is payable in something besides other notes, 
for if not, then it is simply a scheme for an 
interminable issue of notes all around. But, 
if the interest on the bonds is to be paid in 
money worth anything, there is no reasonable 
doubt that the notes got into circulation by 
the purchase of bonds at 150 will immedi- 
ately rush back upon the Government for 
the new interchangeable bonds at par. Thus 
we have at once two results which the Illinois 
Greenbackers have probably not stopped to 
consider. If the amount of the new 
currency issued be 
its advocates probably do not think of 
any smaller amount), then the 3 per

The fundamental error of the 
Greenbackers is in the misapprehension that 
there is any deficiency of currency in this 
country. There is currency enough lying 


‘idle, which would be loaned at a lower rate 


of interest than ever before, to enable the 
producers and manufacturers of this country 
to enlarge their products for the coming year 
by a thousand millions of dollars, But the 
producers and manufacturers will not bor- 
row it, and would not borrow it if there were 
twice as much, because of the lack of de- 
mand for consumption. Show these people 
where they can sell for cash any increase of 
products, and the money to set the machin- 
ery at work will be rapidly forthcoming. 
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THE SOUTHERN STATE DEBTS. 

A notable meeting was held in New York 
City on Thursday last, its object being the 
institution of some plan, acceptable alike to 
debtor and creditor, which will enable the 
Southern States to settle their debts. Among 
those present were such prominent business- 
men as H. B. Cuariuim, Levt P. Morrow, 
Greorce Orp, Crrus W. Fretp, Moszs 
Tarron, F. S. Wixstox, Josten Srrionax, 
and others, and WILLIAM CuLuzn Baryaxt 
presided over the meeting. After a full 
and free discussion of the situation, and the 
announcement that assurances had been re- 
ceived from the Southern States of their 
willingness to co-operate with a committee 
of arbitration, a series of resolutions was 
introduced by Col. Srranms, and passed 
unanimously, recommending ‘‘ the interven- 
tion of a committee of disinterested arbiters 
between the States and their bondholders 
as offering a method fair and honorable 
alike to debtor and creditor,” and commend- 
ing the movement to the earnest consider- 
ation of the authorities of every default- 
i State.” Under the provisions of 
these resolutions, the Committee was 
constituted as follows: Groraz 8. Cox, 
J. D. Vermuxz, B. B. Suan, 
B. B. Comrors, Enocm Parr (all 
Bank Presidents), Hxxar G. Sressrins, and 
Ornos W. Fp. After an intimation that 
the meeting would be followed by a request 
for the bondholders of the respective States 
to come together and ratify its action, so 
that the Committee could convene and or- 
ganize at once, the meeting adjourned. 

The meeting, both in the character of its 
organization and in the nature of the results 
which it accomplished, was at once philan- 
thropic and patriotic. Virginia, Louisiana, 
North and South Carolina, Mississippi, Ar- 
kansas, and others of the Southern States, 
are hopelessly insolvent. There are nearly 
$200,000,000 of bonds upon which interest 
has not been paid, in some cases for years, 
weighing them down and retarding their 
prosperity. They are the last relics of the 
War, and their removal will tend to complete 
the era of harmony and good feeling be- 
tween both sections. It will lift the grind- 
stone now hanging to their necks and drag- 
ging them down, notwithstanding the im- 
meuse productive power of the South, of 
which Mr. Anson, in the course of the dis- 
cussion, said : 

The South was never before so rich and pro- 
ductive, but her force of prosperity is hampered 
by burdens of debt. Never before had they made 
their cotton crop their surplus. Never before had 
they, as in the past few years, subsisted themselves 
as they do now, and at the same time increased 
their cotton crop 1,500,000 bales beyond the crop 
for the same period before the War. Remove the 
debt and the contamination of bad money, and they 
will give the North a hard strain to keep up with 
them. 

The removal of these intolerable financial 
embarrassments will furthermore open a new 
field for the investment of Northern capital, 
and will invite Northern immigration and 
enterprise, and thus give these States a new 
impetus. Its effect will be of general benefit 
to the whole country, as the preamble of the 
resolutions recites : 

The various States of the Union are so indis- 
solubly bound together by commercial and politi- 
cal relations that when one member suffers all the 
members suffer with it; and while the public debts 
of any State are in disrepute, not only are the 
bonds of that State banished from the markets of 
the world, but the credit of the national securities 
is likewise measurably affected. 

With the political complications removed 
by the Congressional Board of Arbitration 
and the Southern State debts adjusted by 
the Financial Board of Arbitration, the gen- 
eral restoration to prosperity of the whole 
country seems assured, and the two sections 
will soon be competitors in the race to mate- 
rial success and national wealth. The South- 
ern States themselves are ready and willing 
to co-operate with this Board, so that there 
is every prospect that this great and patri- 
otic object will be accomplished. This done, 
and the political complication peaceably set- 
tled, there is no reason to doubt that the 
sober sense and cool judgment of the pgo- 
ple, both North and South, will unite for 
the common prosperity, and that the coun- 
try will once more resume its old channels 
that lead to peace and plenty. 


A POST-MORTEM SUGGESTION. 

A society has been organized in Paris of 
a mutual dissection and decapitation char- 
acter, which puts dead men to a much bet- 
ter use than Col. Orcorr has made of the 
late Baron Pau in his cremation furnace. A 
large number of the most prominent medical 
and scientific men in France have joined the 
Society, the constitution of which will ex- 
plain its objects. The first article contains 
the resolution of each of the members agree- 
ing that his autopsy shall take place. The 
second article contains a last will and testa 
ment of each of the members to the follow- 
ing effect : 

I, the undersigned, desire and wish that, after 
my death, my autopsy may take place, in order that 
the discovery of vices of conformation, or the hered- 
itary maladies to which they may give rise, may 
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having any of its members 
carried to dissecting-rooms. It would not 
object, however, to the formation of a mutu- 
al admiration society of this sort, whose mem- 
bers would bequeath themselves to each other 
for purposes of dissection. For instance, the 
community in general cares very little about 
the origin of species. Prof. Blank, however, 
is confident that heis descended from a 
gorilla. He devotes his life to proving it. 
He is confident that there is somewhere in 
his organization a nidden link between him- 
self and his remote simian ancestor. Now it 
is possible if he would give himself to an 
anatomist this hidden link might be found 
and a great. truth be established beyond 
question. The proposition is at least worth 
the serious consideration of our physicians 
and savants, especially of those with whom 
business is dull. * 
— 

The idea of turning a municipal corporation 

into a dram-shop keeper, which Mr. CnamBeEr- 
LAIN, late Mayor and present M. P. of Man- 
chester, England, has recently imported to that 
city from Christiana, Sweden, has already been 
tried on the other side of the world. In the 
early days of the convict-settlement at Botany 
Bay, the Government monopolized the sale 
of spirits. Srpnzyr Surru, in an article pub- 
lished in the Edinburg Review nearly sixty years 
ago, quotes the following passage from a pam- 
phlet written in 1819 by one of Mr. Cna uns- 
Lam's predecessors in the Parliament of En- 
gland: 
. Heretofore all ardent spirits t to the 
colony [Botany Bay] were purchased the Gov- 
ernment and served ont at fixed prices to the 
officers, civil and military, according to their 
ranks. Hence arose a discreditable and gainful 
trade on the part of these officers, their wives, and 
mistresses. of spirits was so high that 
one or two guineas have been given for a single 
bottle. The thirst after ardent spirits became a 
mania among the settlers; all the writers on the 
state of the colony, and all who have resided there 
and have given testimony concerning it, describe 
this rage and passion for drunkenness as prevail- 
ing in all classes ind as being the 3 ounda- 
tion of all the crimes committed there. 

The prevalent mania for potations in the col- 
ony may be attributed in large part to the char- 
acter of most of the inhabitants and the hard 
conditions of pioneer life, but it is a noticeable 
fact that the Government monopoly was so in- 
effectual a check on the evil that it was soon 
abandoned. Manchester will probably tread 
the same path. A student of political patholo- 
gy could find no better field for investigation 
than a municipal election in Chicago, if the 
Mayor were ex-officio the keeper of all the sa- 
loons in the city.

Texas Pacific Lobbyists Move 
upon the House in Force.

RAILROAD BILLS, 
THE TEXAS PACIFIC BILL. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasurnerton, D. C., Jan. 29.—The session of 
the House to-day was more noteworthy for what 
was not accomplished than for what was. It 
was possibly the last chance for the considera- 
tion of the Texas Pacific and Centra: Pacific 
bills. Thelobby, larger and more powerful 
than any that has been seen here since the 
Pacific Mail days, thronged every corridor and 
occupied almost every vacant place upon the. 
floor. Suggestions of all sorts were made by 
them to members to induce them not 
to oppose the motion to fix a day 
for the consideration of the bill. The bill 
was at the foot of the calendar, and could not 
be reached except by a suspension of the rules. 
It could not, by any probable chance, be ad- 
vanced upon the calendar except by a motion to 
suspend the rules and fix a certain day for its 
consideration. If this could be accomplished 
the bill could then be passed 

BY A BARE MAJORITY. 

Every effort was made to accomplish this. It 
is even said that money was used freely, but of 
this tuyere is no evidence. Finally the 
pressure upon the floor became 
so great that Durham of Kentucky insisted that 
the Speaker should enforce the rule forbidding 
the presence of unprivileged persons upon the 
floor, adding that it was not possible to go 
twenty feet from the Speaker’s chair without 
running against halfadozen lobbyists. This 
bold assertion, aided by the Sergeant-at-Arms, 
cleared the floor, but the House adjourned be- 
fore Lamar had any chance to make his motion, 
sothe probability is that the immense Texas 
Pacific and Central Pacific grand combination 
scheme has failed for this session. 

OBLIGATIONS OF THE PACIFIC RAILROAD con- 

PANIES. 

The old controversy about the obligations of 
the Pacific Railroad Companies on account of 
the interest and principal of the bonds loaned 
them by the Government came up in the Sen- 
ate to-day, and Mr. Mitchell made a long speech 
on behalf of the compromise. There are four 
bills pending before the Senate designed to set- 
tle this vexatious question. First, there is the 
House bill, passed last July, which proposes to 
put the screws on the companies to the full ex- 
tent of the power of the Government. It re- 
quires them to pay, as a sinking fund, 
besides 5 per gent of their net earnings 
and all the money earned from the United 
States, the following sums annually for ten 
Union Pacific, $750,000; Centra? Pa- 
„210; Kansas Pacific, $87,320; Central 
Branch, 297; Sioux City & Pacific, $20,723. 
After ten years these amounts are to be in- 
creased one-fourth until the obligations are fully 
discharged. 

Next there is 

THURMAN’S BILL 
reported from the Committee on the Judi- 


ciary, which has a sinking fund fea- 
ture like that in the House bill. 
It allows the roads to keep half 


of their earnings for Government transportation, 
however, and fixes the annual payments in the 
fund as follows: Union Pacific, $1,500,000; 
Central Pacific, $1,500,000; Kansas Paciéc, $350,- 
000; Central Branch, $75,000; Sioux City, $100,- 
000. The half of the Government carnings, to- 
gether with 5 per cent of the net total earnings, 
is not with the above sums to exceed 25 percent 
of the whole net earnings of each company. 
The third bill is that of the Railroad Com- 
mittee, reported by Mr. West. It allows the 
Union and Central Companies each to sell to 
the United States 6,000, acres of the land 
which it got as a gift, and take a credit of 
$6,000,000 towards paying off their debt. In 
addition each is to pay $35,000 a year in cash. 
The companies are also to get a credit of 
$1,000,000 agreed on back transportation account. 
THE OTHER BILL 
is by Mr. Gordon, and comes back from the Rail- 
Committee with amendments. It gives 
credit for the back transportation claim, and 
requires of each of the two Companies to pay 
$750,000 annually into asinking fund. A curious 
feature in the original bill was that it bound the 
Government to send by these roads all freights 
destined for points between the Missouri River 
and the Pacific coast. This has been modified 
by the addition of the following saving clause: 
„Whenever such freight can be so transported 
to its place of destination at rates not exceeding 
the cost at which it can be carried by any other 
means of transportation.”’ 

The consideration of these various bills will 
occupy a good deal of the time of the Senate 
henceforward.

CUSTOMS FRAUDS. 


C ties Again on the Rack. 


The System Unparalleled in In- 
genuity and Gigantic in 
Magnitude. 


Many Foreign Consuls Found to 
Be Members of the Ring. 


Lightning te Strike in About Two 
Weeks---The Elect Now Quaking. 


Special Dispatch to The Trideune. 

New York, Jan. 29.—The Times to-morrow 
will print the following: Many fraudulent 
schemes by which the customs revenue of the 
United States has been deprived of immense 
sums of money have been discovered during the 
past three years, and the participants in them 
punished, but within a short time one of greater 
magnitude than all the others, conceived with 
more skill and pursued with more boldness, has 
been unveiled, and steps are being taken to pun- 
ish the merchants concerned in it and their va- 
rious accomplices. Custom-house officers have 
for several years been convinced that 

A VAST SYSTEM OF FRAUD 

by false invoices was being carried on by im- 
porters doing business in this city and in other 
trade-centres of the country. Certain firms in 
this city, Boston, Philadelphia, Cincinnati, Chi- 
cago, and St. Louis have been set down as 
fraudulent importers, yet nothing of the 
nature of legal proof of these thiags 
could be obtained. Careful and repeat- 
ed investigation proved to the satisfac- 
tion of the authorities that an associa- 
tion existed, and indicated also that this asso- 
ciation had members in most of the principal 
cities of Europe, and agents even among the 
revenue Officials. When the great frauds com- 
mitted by Lawrence and his accomplices were 
exposed, it was definitely ascertained that cer- 
tain of our 
CONSULS WERE 


LEAGUED WITH DISHONEST 
MERCHANTS, 

and that, with their aid, goods exported to this 
country were undervalued and invoices falsified 
so adroitly that detection was almost inipossi- 
ble. The Treasury Department was informed 
last spring of the facts which had been gathered, 
but, from various causes, no steps could be 
taken at the time to probe the matter to the 
bottom. When Secretary Morrill entered upon 
his duties he soon settled upon a plan of action. 
Having arranged all the factsin his possession 
pointing toward dishonesty on the part of 
American Consuls in Europe he communicated 
them to the State Department and asked that 
an agent be sent abroad to look into the affairs 
of the various Consulates. Secretary Fish se- 
lected Mr. Arthur W. Wood, Chief of the Con- 
sulate Bureau of the State Department. 

TO GO TO EUROPE SECRETLY, 

and make a rigid inquiry into the affairs of our 
Consulates in the principal seaports of Great 
Britain, France, and Germany. Mr. Wood left 
New York in August last, and upon arriving 
began his investigations without delay. As 
soon as he appeared at some of the Con- 
sulates he discovered evidences of alarm 
on the part of the State Dep@tment Agents in 
charge of them, while at others he was met 
blandly and recognized before he announced his 
business. From this latter circumstance it is 
assumed that his preschce and business in 
Europe becoming known to the agents of the 
revenue defrauders, they sent warning to the 
Officials who assisted in the fraudulent euter- 
prises. Despite all the obstructions put in his 
way, Mr. Wood 

SUCCEEDED IN PROCURING EVIDENCE 

of the frauds which had been suspect- 
ed, completea his labors in Europe 
in November last, and arrived at New 
York on the German steamship Kronprinz 


Dec. 30. His return was kept as secret as pos- 
sible in order to prevent the dishonest mer- 
chants from fixing up their books so as to give 
trouble to the officials when actions were begun 
nst them. He went to Washington imme- 
tely alter his return, and communicated his 
discoveries to Secretary Fish. Mr. Fish placed 
the information in the bands of Secretary 
Morrill, in the Treasury Department. 

THE RESULTS 

of Mr. Wood's labors were studied carefully, 
and consultations were had as to the course to 
be pursued. It was at first proposed to appoint 
a special agent, who should, in conjunction 
with Custom-House officials in this city, make 
further investigations previous to beginning 
actions against the defaulters. This plan was, 
however, abandoned, on account of the delay it 


would entail. It was finally determined that, 
so far as New Tork was concerned, 
the disposition of the whole matter 


should be placedin the hands of Mr. George 
Bliss, the United States District Attorney for 
this district. Accordingly, the papers were ail 
deposited in his office, and, before his term of 
office expired, he began tiie necessary work in 
the case. Upon his retirement the whole dut 

was transferred to his successor, Mr. Woodford, 
who is now employed in perfecting and arrang-

OF THE COMSTOCK LODE. 
The depression in the San Francisco mining- 
stock market culminated dn Monday, the 15th 
inst., on which date a veritable panic prevailed. 
The value of the stock of the twenty-four leading 
mines on that date was $68, 444, 400, a deprecia- 
tion of $16, 997, 300 in the fortnight since Dec. 30 
‘But this is slight compared with the total depre- 
ciation exhibited by comparing the prices of the 
15th of this month with the highest prices in 1876, 
those of March 6. The aggregate value of the to- 
talshares of the twenty-four principal mines on 
the Comstock Lede on March 6, 1876, was 
$179,612,700; on the 15th inst. it was 
only $58,484,400. This is .a depreciation 
of $121, 128,000, or nearly 70 per cent. The de- 
preciation in California and Consolidated Virginia 
was $63,930,000, or 60 per cent. These two 
mines, however, recovered in five days $16, 950, 000 
of the decline.

Annual Report of the Gas in- 
spector. 


Number of Lamps Now in Use---Cost 
of Gas Consumed. 


The New Health Inspector---Paying South Hal- 
sted Street---Miscellaneous Business 


The regular meeting of the City Council, was 
held yesterday afternoon, Ald. Aldrich in the 


GAS INSPECTOR’S REPORT. 

The Mayor sent in the annual report of the 
Gas Inspector, showing the administration of 
the Strect-Lighting Department for the year 
ending Dec. 31, 1876. At present there are 
within the city 10,553 lamps, distributed along 
808 miles of mains. This is an increase of 220 
lamps since the last annual report, when the 
number was 10,333. Only 10,528 lamps are 
lighted, twenty-five being so far put out of use, 
and more are to follow as soon as it is. found 
that their services can be dispensed with, The 
test meters and burners are under con- 
stant supervision, and are. ly tested 
once in every three months, or oſtener if deemed 
necessary. The average consumption per lamp 
during the year was 14,648.75 cubie feet in the 
North and South Divisions, and 15,459.50 cubic 
feet in the West Division. In the preceding 
year the average consumption was, in the South 
and North Divisions, 18.869.9 cubic feet, and 
19,540.9 in the West Division. This reduction 
is due to the adoption of the new time-table, 
and to the substitution of smaller burners. As, 
however, these changes did not take place until 
the middle of August, the main saving was 
made in the latter portion of the year. While 
by the former time-table the ps were 
lightcd 3,500 hours, the new one, provided the 
weather is fair, will require gas for only about 
2,300 hours this year. Under the new burners 
the average street pressure will probably aver- 
age 3.7 cubic feet hour, and it was 
estimated that the total consumption for the, 
entire year will be 87,000,000 feet,—a sa of 
114,000,000 as compared with 1575. To this 
would have to be added an expense of about $6 
per post for lighting, extinguishing, cleaning, 
etc. In the case of the North and South 
Divisions, owing to the reduction of the 
price to $1.50 per 1,000 feet, the 
actual expense would only be oR sa hd 
of what it heretofore bas been. ithin the 
past year 9,123 lamps had been reported as not 
lighted in the West and 5,952 in the South aed 
North Divisions. Almost one-half of these 
was reported during the last cold month. The 
broken lamps are now attended to by the city; 
upto March last they were revaired bv con- 
tractors. who received 35 cents per lamp for 
keeping them in order. The consumption of 

as in the LaSalle street tunnel was 2,384, 
eet, and in Washington street tunnel 1,654,300. 
Photometrical observations showed the quality 
of the gas supplied by the Gas-Light & Coke 
Company to average seventeen to eighteen 
candles, except last month, when it was 
reduced to 14.9 candles. This was ae due 
to condensation and deterioration caused by the 
cold weather. An investigation of the merits 
and saving powers of different burners showed 
that for a consumption of from four to five 
cubic feet per hour, the soapstone argand 
burner yielded the most light, but for a smaller 
consumption the simple lava-tip, “excavated 
head, was preferable. This tip was most use- 
ful for street-lamps, where the argand burners 
are out of the question. Tables accompanied 
the report, giving some interesting information

RELATIVE VALUES OF DIPHTHERIA REMEDIES. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cricaeo, Jan. 29.—I desire to say a few words 
on the prevention and cure of diphtheria and 
scarlet fever. The prevalence of these diseases 
as an epidemic, and the claim put forth in be- 
half of sulpho-carbolate of soda and belladonna 
as remedies, render everything which tends to 
establish the truth or falsity of such claims of 
absorbing interest to thousands in this city. 

It will not do for the people to jump to the 
conclusion that the theory of the septic origin 
of these diseases is established, or that the anti- 
septic treatment so strongly reconffhended by 
Dr. Beebe is the proper treatment for their pre- 
vention and cure, merely because one physician 
believes that theory and recommends that prac- 
tice. It és at best no more than a theory, and as 
such turn out to be true or false. If expe- 
rience shall demonstrate that the ‘antiseptic 
treatment does afford protection to those ex- 
posed to infection, and does increase the propor- 
tion of recoveries in those attacked, that would 
go very far towards demonstrating the correct- 
ness of the theory. 

What the public now need are facts proving 
that these results follow the administration of 
sulpho-carbolate of soda. We hear of deaths on 
every hand, and it is desirable that we should 
know how many of these victims used this rem- 
medy as a preventive, and yet were stricken 
down; how many relied on its curative powers 
and yet perished. Let every family that has 
used this remedy in the presence of the epidemic 
give us the result, whether it be for or against 

ts reported — 
What I have said as to the theory of the septic 
origin of these diseases applies equally to the 
assumption that they are of the same nature. 
That has never been proved. There are many 
and stroug reasons for believing them to be 
essentially different. A remedy which would 
rove beneficial in one disease might be of no, 
nefit in the other. For this reason I am will- 
ing to admit that sulpho-carbolate of soda may 
prove Of great value in scarlet fever and yet be 
wholly worthless in diphtheria. 

I have for several years past used the sul- 
phite and bypo-sulphite of soda and carbolic 
acid extensively in my practice, and found them 
very beneficial in certain forms of catarrhal 
disease of the nose and throat, but they have 
never proved, in my hands, of the least value 
in diphtheria. On the contrary, I have had 
positive proof that they have no influence in 
preventing it. Several instances have occurred 
during the present winter when patients, under 
treatment for other forms of throat-discase, 
aud who had been for weeks using strong nose 
and throat washes-of sulpho-carbulate of soda, 
were Viviently attacked with diphtheria. With 
such facts bejore me it is impossible that I can 
regard it as in any sense a preventive of that 
disease. 

Regarding belladonna there is the same dis- 
crepancy in authority—some able physicians 
asserting most positively that it has absolute 
preventive powers over scarlet fever, and others 
denying that it has any such power. So long 
ago as 1830, Bayle reported 2,027 cases in which 
the 2 was givep during n epidemiec. Of 
these 1, escaped and seventy-nine were at- 
tacked. Dusterberg reports that all who were 
placed under the remedy for two weeks were 
383 Zeuch, physician to the Military 

ospital for children 1 ‘Tyrol, tells us that 
after eighty-four children were attacked the re- 
maining sixty-one children in the Hospital were 
placed under the influence of belladonna, 
and, with a single exception, all re- 
served, notwithstanding the disease existed all 
around them. Dr. Stievenart tells us that, dur- 
ing un epidemic nk we virulence and fataiity, 
he administered belladonna to 200 children, all 
of whom were preserved, while. of fifty to 
whom he did not administer it, fourteen took 
the disease. At Curgies he administered bella- 
donna to the children of the public school, and 
all who took the remedy escaped, while the few 
who refused to do so were attacked. 

The way in winch Dr. Stievenart administered 
it was to dissolve two grains of the extract of 
belladonna in an ounce of any aromatic infu- 
sion. Ot this two drops were Eves to a child 
of 1 vear dafly for eight or —— and an ad- 
ditional drop ior every additio year of age, 
the largest daily dose given in any case being 
twelve drops. 

I revard it as perfectly safe to use either the 
sulpho-carbolate of soda or belladonna in the 
doses recommended. No barm can result even 
should they fail to exert the beneiicial powers» 
attributed to them. 

But is it necessary to rely on these remedies 
after the disease is set up! That question I 
shall not attempt to answer in regard to scarlet 
fever (lor of late years I have no special expe- 
rience in its treatment), but I say unhesitatingly 

No in reference to diphtheria, in the treatment 
of which I have bad a very large experience, and 
can therefore speak confidently. For this dis 
ease we have an invaPuable remedy in the chlo- 
rate of potassium. The course pursued by me 
is as follows: 

1. immediately on ſts appearance I place the 
patient, if he be an adult, oa twenty-grain doses 
of the chlorate dissolved in hot water, and ad-* 
ministered ‘every half-hour for the first six 
hours, after which the same dose every hour, day 
and uicht, until the disease is arrested. The 
dissolved salt should be held in the throat a few 
seconds before swallowing it. 

2. When the ash-colored spots begin to appear 
on the tonsils and back of the throat, I touch 
them ‘with a solution of nitrate of silver of the 
strength of a drachm to an oupce of water, <4 
plied by a camel’s hair pencil. A single appli- 
cation is usually all that is necessary. 

3. I keep the nostrils free, and I cleanse them 
from the obstructing & frequently 
injecting them with a saturated solution of the 
chlorate applied warm and thrown up with suffi- 
cieut force to pass it through to the throat. 

4. Lastly, I direct the patient to inhale the 
vapor of hot water, medicated by the addition 
of a few drops of fluid extract of etramonium, 
belladonna, and conium, which keeps the throat 
moigt, allays irritation, and acts as a sedative 
fomentation within the 12 

This treatment, aided by strong, nourishing 
diet,—very salt beef tea,—and atention to the 
stomach and bowels, has ven with me an 
absolute specific for diphtheria. Although I 
treat great numbers of cases, I have not had in 
my practice a death from this disease in years.

Representative Sheridan Explains 
the Workingmen’s Bills 
Before the House. 


A Cheap and Speedy Law for the Colleo- 
tion of Wages Demanded. 


A especial meeting of the Labor League of 
Chicago, composed of delegates from the differ- 
ent Trades Unions, was held at Maskell Hall, on 
Desplaines street near Jackson, last evening. 
There were about seventy-five present. 

President Thomas Cavanagh occupied the 
chair, and said the object was to learn from Rep- 
resentative Sheridan as to the status of the bills 
now before the Legisiature which the League 
are endeavoring to have passed. 

Mr. Sheridan stated that there were three 
bills pending which directly affected the inter- 
ests of workingmen. One was a bill limiting to 
fifty the number of convicts to be employed in 
any one trade. Another was to provide a better 
means of collecting wages. All were aware that at 
the present time if an employer saw fit to 
„beat“ them out of their wages he could do it 
successfully, since, if he were sued and a judg- 
ment obtained, he could take an appeal, and, 
owing to press of business in the courts, the 
case would not come to trial for two or three 
years. Hence, most men were willing to com- 
promise and get whatever they could. The 
third bill was one to amend the present Lien law,
